deemed to have arisen on the date of expiry 
of six months from the date of the transac¬ 
tion in respect of which the claim, difference 
or dispute has arisen. 

(2) In cases where the date of claim, difference 
or dispute arising out of Bye-law ID of Chap 
ter XI of the Byelaws is not ascertainable, it 
shall be deemed to have arisen as follows: 

(a) In cases where the Issuer fails to com¬ 
municate to the Constituent the transfer 
of shares, the date of dispute shall be 
deemed to have arisen on the date of ex¬ 
piry of six months from the date of expiry 
of 30 days from the date of lodgment of 
shares by the Constituent for transfer 
with the Issuer, or 

(b) In cases where the Issuer refuses to trans¬ 
fer the shares, the date of dispute shall 
be deemed to have arisen on the date of 
expiry of six months from the date of 
receipt of communication of Issuer refu¬ 
sing to transfer the shares in favour of 
the Constituent.
